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ITH a decennial return of Trans-Canada 

Alr Lines, Canada's national experi- 

ment with public alr transit, there exists a 
comprehensive volume of data upon which 
to found an opinion. The standard and 
volume of service given last year, for 
instance, was'on a par with other national 
air transit services, while its safety was in a 


class by itself. That is a clear tribute to 
management and personnel 

Economically, -while still in favorable 
comparison with world experience the 


results were less rosy. The expanded Atlan- 
tic service turned @ deficit into a small sur- 
plus,—vhile domestic and continental lines 
returned an increased surplus. The sum of 
both surpluses was $3,890,957, on combined 
operating expenditures of some $43,340,000. 
On both Atlantie and home lines there 
seems to have been a gap of approximately 
-one-third between alr transit capacity and 
use, That experience, by no means confined 
to Canada's airways, is none the less the 
weak spot in the chain. 

The performance, apart from cost and 
returns, was impressive. The last 10 years 
have seen steady and consistent growth in 
T.C.A. endeavours, In the home and con-

OW ridiculous can the administrators of 
the Dominion sales tax regulations 
make themselves?
